DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 21 , 22, 24-26, 31 -42, 44, and 45 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
argument that the introducer sheath 61 of Gershony et al. 5,626,601 is not part of the 
housing as required by claim 21 as well as the newly amended limitations of claim 21 
are sufficient to overcome the Gershony et al. reference.. With regards to the Zhu 
20020072767 reference: Applicant's argument that the retractor arms are not a tube 
and therefore cannot be considered an outer tube is persuasive. This as well as the 
newly amended limitations are sufficient to overcome the Zhu reference. Further, the 
neither the prior art of record nor the prior art at large remedies the deficiencies of the 
Gershony et al. reference or the Zhu reference and thus the claims are allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
